Three Bandits 
D etroit, May 1.—Three m achine- 
gun bandits today invaded a branch 
bank of the D etroit Savings bank, 
fired one shot to cowr a crowd of 
custom ers, and escaped with $50.000 
in loot in one of the most daring 
daylight holdups in 
M ichigan in 
years. 
A fourth bandit rem ained in a 
high-pow ered stream -lined car. and 
drove the getaw’ay car after the 
three desperadoes 
ran 
from 
the 
bank and joined him. 
Their car 
was reported headed toward Toledo. 
The bank holdup was the im m e­ 
diate signal for one of the greatest 
m anhunts in M ichigan in m onths. 
It gave police the first opportunity 
to determ ine the effectiveness of 
their recently planned tri-state road 
blockade. 
Patrol Highways 
Police im m ediately started to p a­ 
trol more th an 300 roads, p articu ­ 
larly highways leading into Ohio 
and Indiana. 
The three bandits, according to 
A. W. George, th e branch bank 
m anager, invaded the bank during 
the m orning rush hour. 
They fired a shot a t a girl cus­ 
tomer, he said, but she was not hit. 
George, the bank m anager, in de­ 
scribing the actual holdup said: 
“There wrere about 20 custom ers 
in the bank a t the tim e. 
About 
four of them were women. 
“The th ree bandits came into the 
bank, one of them weaving a m ach- 
ire gun, and he shouted ‘Everybe v 
lie dov... on the floor.’ 
“Everybody got down. 
“In the m eantim e, one of the ban­ 
dits fired a shot with a revolver and 
hollered to the cashier to ‘open up.’ 
A girl screamed. At first it was be­ 
lieved she was struck by the bullet 
but later it was found she escaped 
unharm ed. 
“The cashier stepped from behind 
his 
cage, 
let 
the 
desperado 
in 
through a door. The bandit scooped 
up the $50,000.” 
A lthough George estim ated the 
loot a t $50,000, auditors from the 
m ain bank were dispatched to the 
branch office to m ake a thorough 
check.

Italy To Celebrate 
Rome, May 
1.—W hile all Italy 
prepared today to stage a m am m oth 
rally celebrating a “solemn hour in 
the history of the regim e”—the ex­ 
pected fall of Addis Ababa, wireless 
reports from the northern front to­ 
day said one of the two motorized 
columns descending upon the Ethio­ 
pian capital had passed through An- 
kober, to the northeast. 
The 
other 
Italian 
motorized 
column was variously reported from 
eight to 20 miles from its objective. 
R eports th a t Addis Ababa already 
had fallen were officially branded 
“prem ature.” 
Reports th at Em peror Haile Se­ 
lassie intends to continue to resist 
the Italian advance after occupation 
of Addis Ababa, which is now ex­ 
pected 
hourly, reached 
Rome 
in 
press dispatches which also stated 
the Negus was still in his capital 
as late as 4 p. m. yesterday, when 
the advancing Fascist legions were 
alm ost knocking at its gates. 
These reports said th e emperor 
intended to tran sfer the seat of his 
governm ent elsewhere today. 
The new' Ethiopian capital, it was 
said, will be defended by whatever 
troops the Negus can raise. 
Southern Front Has Rain 
Heavy rains on the southern front 
were reported holding up R as Na- 
sibu’s defeated troops, from whom 
the Italians yesterday snatched Sasa 
Baneh and the “Ethiopian H inden- 
burg line,” driving on to Jijiga and 
opening a path for H arar and the 
Djibouti-A ddis 
Ababa 
railway 
in 
one of the m ost crushing blows of 
the entire war. 
In this region, the reports said, 
the roads between G orahai and the 
front have become boggy and are 
slowing up all com m unications. 
Engineers 
under 
the 
victorious 
G eneral Rodolfo G raziani on the 
southern front were described as 
w’aist deep under torrential rains in 
an attem pt to bridge the G iarer 
river north of Sasa Baneh, so th a t 
supplies can be brought to th e ad ­ 
vancing troops, whose aim is now 
to cut off ’Ethiopia from the rest of 
the v/orld. 
Drivers 
of 
the 
column 
which 
passed through Ankober have re­ 
ceived orders to keep to the right 
of the road and to m aintain regular 
distances between each unit to avoid 
accidents. 
The leftside of the road is re ­ 
served for motorcycle patrols. Con­ 
tact is m aintained among the vari­ 
ous units by radio. 
Precautions Against Attack 
All precautions are being taken 
against a possible attack, although 
the enemy is not in sight. 
Advance guards are m arching sev­ 
eral miles ahead of the motorized 
column and am bulances are moving 
up w ith both columns. 
They are 
em pty, however, because there has 
been no fighting. 
Airplanes are 
m aking 
repeated 
reconnaissance 
flights. 
R eports from the southern front 
indicate G eneral Frusci’s column, 
which occupied Sasa Baneh, m arch­ 
ed 35 miles in 12 hours and is now 
well beyond th a t fallen stronghold. 
These troops wTere said to have en ­ 
countered a violent storm , but de­ 
spite the torrential rains Italian en ­ 
gineers were able to throw a 10 ton 
bridge across the F afan river to en ­ 
able the column to proceed. 
G eneral Nasi’s column was des­ 
cribed as moving to the right from 
Daggah Bur, and G eneral Agostini’s 
column was reported m arching d i­ 
rectly tow ard Daggah Bur. 
G eneral G raziani, who Is slated to 
be elevated to the rank of m arshal 
at conclusion of the war, left the

Advices 
from 
Djibouti

ed Addis Ababa in favor of a point 
to the west, and only the m inister of 
the interior and the m ilitary gover­ 
nor of the city rem ain there.

But the hitch is th at “Honest 
H arold” is a Republican—or a pro­ 
gressive Republican, as he prefers to 
call it—and he won’t change.

Some, indeed, alm ost 
wholly take the place of the teacher, 
and truly can be called self-teach­ 
ing. 
Sim ilar m aterials arc put up In 
packets, all aim ing to help the child 
direct his own learning and work at 
his own speed. 
A good m any still, 
alas! suggest haste by setting time 
limits. 
They, we hoi*’, will event­ 
ually disappear. 
P arents can, by providing their 
children with such self-helps, with 
the advice of the teacher, do m ucn 
to bring up the child who has lagged 
i. one or several subjects.

ingly children may be able to go on 


with their class while working on 
some of their arrears. 
Work books 
are enabling teachers to find more 
tim e for individual instruction and 
for helping students help themselves.

we will, c?f course, forgive: “If he 
repent, forgive him ." N either will 
true love set lim its to its forgiveness 
or keep score of how m any times 
this forgiveness is necessary: “If he 
sin against thee seven tim es in the 
day, and seven tim es turn again to 
thee, saying, I repent; thou shalt 
forgive him." 
It takes a lot of faith, both in God 
and in hum ility, to keep on forgiv­ 
ing in th a t m anner. So the disciples 
evidently have felt when they said 
to the Lord, “Increase our faith," 
Patience never is exhausted so long 
as faith is not exhausted. 
Jesus Teaches Humility 
W hen we have shown this patient 
and forgiving spirit tow ard those 
who do wrong, let us not become 
conceited and feel th a t great praise 
is due for this forgiving spirit. 
To im press this tru th Jesus used 
a parable from the life of the slaves 
of his day. No such slave in th at 
day expected his m aster to m ake a 
great fuss over him for doing his 
day’s work. N either should we who 
need so m uch forgiveness ourselves 
think it so wonderfully creditable of 
us to show forgiveness to others. 
R ather we 
should 
hum bly say, 
“We are unprofitable servants; we 
have done th at which it was our 
duty to do." 
Jesus Teaches Gratitude 
Luke alone records the gratitude 
j of the one leper who was a Sam ari­ 
tan, as he alone records the parable 
| of the Good Sam aritan. Ten lepers 
j in the sam e hopeless plight cried 
out, “Jesus, M aster, have mercy on 
us." All cf them heard his message 
of hope, “Go and show yourselves 
unto the priests." W hich was the 
equivalent of his saying, “Go to the 
health board and get a clean bill of 
health,” lor “as they went they were 
cleansed. B ut only one of the ten 
was grateful enough to take the ex­ 
tra tim e to turn, back to say “Thank 
you." 
And Jesus noted the in g rat­ 
itude of the nine and was grieved 
over it, saying, “Were there not ten 
cleansed?” but where are the nine?” 
The percentage is about the same 
with us. 
Ten enjoy health from 
God's hands to one th a t gives him 
praise. Are we with the nine?"

Only Senator Lafollette <P> of Wis­ 
consin, showed any interest in this 
appeal. 
He favors imposing heavier 
normal and surtaxes on all incomes 
tip to $50,000 and reduction of ex­ 
emptions from $2.500 to $1,500 for 
married persons and from $1,000 to 
$800 for single persons. 
O ther tax authorities in the sen­ 
ate appeared to ignore M orgen?hau’s 
request, even though he merely re­ 
iterated the original request of Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt for a duplication of 
the outlawed processing taxes.

nas developed into a political as well 
as an economic issue, has been the 
outstanding reason for summoning 
special legislative sessions in Penn­ 
sylvania, a survey of the past 17 
extraordinary sessions disclosed to­ 
day. 
Facing the 18th extra session on 
May 
4, 
Pennsylvania’s legislators 
ior the fifth time in as many years 
must cope with the problem which 
has threatened to undermine the 
commonwealth's financial structure 
and strain party lines. 
But, the survey revealed, Penn­ 
sylvania 
has 
weathered 
political 
and economic storms full and by 
throughout its history—as far back 
as 1791 when Gov. Thomas Mifflin 
summoned the state’s first special 
session in Philadelphia to take ac­ 
tion in strengthening the western 
frontier against “invaders.” 
Of the five special sessions called 
by Gov. Gifford Pinchot, four were 
directed chiefly at unemployment 
relief problems—in 1931, 1932, 193,3 
and 1934. 
With 17 points involved 
in Gov. George H. Earle's formal 
call, many of them considered dnli- 
cate and controversial from party 
and constitutional points of view, 
the May 4 session is expected to last 
an unpredictable length of time. 
It wras significant,, too. th a t after 
a lapse of almost i50 years, since 
August, 1797, when Gov. Thomas 
Mifflin

session,

W ith the impending Civil War, 
Gov. Andrew Curtin in 1861 sum ­ 
moned an extra session “to adopt 
such measures as seem best with the 
appearance of the rebellion.” 
He 
again called one in 1864 to strength­ 
en the state's military power. 
And as a member of the 13 origi- j 
nal states, Pennsylvania witnessed ; 
the saga of the nation's constitu- j 
tiona.1 development and session were | 
necessary to pass legislation to fit j 
the state's laws with those of the 
nation. 
Gov. Thomas McKean in 
1800, 
called the legislators in Lancaster 
to provide for choice of presidential 
electors, in 1883 Gov. Robert P atti- 
son summoned a session to appor­ 
tion the state into senatorial and 
representative 
districts. 
In 
1936, 
the state must decide on if and how 
it will comply with the recent fed­ 
eral social security legislation. 
One other session, called by Gov- 
ernor Pattison in 1891, was held only j 
bv the senate to investigate alleged j 
fraud of the auditor general and 
state treasurer at th at time.

The constitution and by-laws for 
the Western Pennsylvania Jersey 
Breed Improvement association were 
adopted at a meeting of the board 
of directors in the Extension Office 
in Butler, April 22.

INSECTS APPEAR ON FLOWER­ 
ING PLANTS 
Cool tem peratures of the past few 
weeks have retarded the development 
of flowering plants but have not 
delayed the appearance of insects 
which usually are expected early m 
the season. 
In some sections aphids already 
have appeared on tulips. They may 
be expected on other succulent per­ 
ennials as new growth develops. 
Plant lice also have been favored 
by the cool temperatures. G arden­ 
ers who discover these pests should 
be prepared to spray or dust with 
nicotine to kill the lice before they 
increase in serious numbers. 
These and other insects are de­ 
scribed and control measures sug­ 
gested in Circular 161 “Insects At- 
t a c k i n g 
Ornam ental 
Flowering 
Plants” which may be obtained from 
the Agricultural Extension office, 
206 Post Office building, New Cas 
tie, Pa. 


KILL TENT CATERPILLARS BY 
USING LEAD ARSENATE 
Egg masses of the eastern tent 
caterpillar which has caused so much 
damage in the past two or three 
years, will be hatching as the ends 
of the opening buds are 
showing 
green and expanding to one-fourth 
to one-half inch. 
In apple orchards the usual delay­ 
ed dorm ant spray which contains 
three pounds of lead arsenate in 100 
gallons of spray will kill the early 


GROW HERBS IN GARDEN FOR 
FLAVOR AND AROMA 
Culinary herbs have again become 
popular in many home gardens. 
Generally they are used in small 
quantities 
for 
adding 
flavor 
cr 
aroma to dishes and are not usually 
profitable to the commercial grower. 
A well-drained garden soil is suit­ 
ed to most herbs, but the mints, 
pennyroyal, 
angelica 
and 
lovage 
grow better on a rather moist soil. 
A rather dry soil is preferred for 
balm, hoar hound, lavender, savory 
and terragon to bring out their char­ 
acteristic odor and flavor. 
Fennel 
and rosemary grow' best on a well- 
limed soil. 
Propagation by cuttings is com­ 
monly used with the mints, penny­ 
royal and terragon, by divisions with 
chives, and by layering with sage, 
savory and thyme. 
A fresh supply of parsley and cer­ 
tain other herbs may be had all year 
by starting additional plants late in 
summer to be carried through the 
winter indoors. Dried foliage is best 
when the 
plants are thoroughly 
cleaned and hung in a warm dis­ 
place until entirely dry. 
The dried 
leaves are then crushed and stored 
in tightly closed jars. 
Seed should 
be obtained from plants or seed 
heads gathered just before the seeds 
fall. 
They are threshed out after 
the seed heads have become quite 
dry. After drying foi a week in thin 
layers, preferably on a cloth tray, 
they are stored in glass jars. 
Dill Is an annual plant, popularly 
known for its use in pickling cu­ 
cumbers. The seeds are sown early 
in the spring and the plants gather­ 
ed in midsummer—about two and 
one-half months after planting. 
Spearm int and peppermint 
are 
readily propagated by cuttings and J 
grow well in moist, fertile soil with 
partial shade. A winter supply may 
be assured by planting clumps in a 
hotbed in the fall. 
Parsley is a popular garden plant 
and may be grown in almost any 


soil. The seed must be started early 
in the spring and if protected the 
plants will yield a supply of green 
cuttings all winter.

HARRISBURG. May 1.—Now is 
the time for all good gardeners to 
fight the weeds. 
Early spring, according to E. M. 
Gress, botanist for the Pennsylvania 
Department of Agriculture, is the 
best time for removing weeds from 
lawns, gardens and fields. 
Weed seeds which were scattered 
last fall by winds and rains are 
now? ready to germinate. 
Spring 
showers and warm 
weather will 
bring up the weed seerlings wher­ 
ever they can find root. 
This seeding is very easy to kill 
be tore it develops a good root sys­ 
tem. 
A little work in the early 
spring will kill them by the thous­ 
ands. Hand methods are most effi­ 
cient. although in some cases weeds 
may be controlled by spraying. For 
example, 
chick 
weed 
may 
be 
sprayed 
with 
iron sulphate, two 
pounds to one gallon of 
water, 
which is sufficient to spray 1,000 
square feet. 
This will not injure 
the grass.
